The above cable, which may be ac- 
cepted as correct, coming as it does 
from the newspaper recently organ- 
ized at No. a General Hospital by 
former members of the McGill Daily 
staff, will be welcome news to many 
.McGill men. who thought that ail 
hope of the 1916 medicos returning 
to the university to complete their 
courses had been abandoned. A final 
year student with the hospital, in a 

recent letter to a friend at the univer- 
sity, said: 

" The fourth year men were to have 
gone home, but did not go. The 
whole (|iicstion hung upon the inter- 
pretation which was given to an order 
from the War Office, that all such 
students should go home to complete 
their courses, but It was decided that 
this did not apply to Colonials. There 
was much excitement in camp, as you 
may imagine."

Hedman and L. C. Reld. 

.Murray C. Ahell is a native of Ayl- 
mer. Ont., and after matriculating 
from Aylmer High School, entered 
McGill in 1011. 

Cyril Klock Church. B.A , hails 
from Aylmer, Que., where he was 
born in 1891, He Is a graduate, of La- 
chute Academy, awl tool; an Arts 
course at McGill befr/ e entering Medi- 
cine. He took his B.A. here In 1ÎG3. 
He was also a member of tho Union 
House Committee. 

William E. Ord comes from Toronto 
and before coming to McGill, attend- 
ed Lakcfield School and Rothesay 
School, New Brunswick. He figured 
on the intermediate basketball team, 
and was secretary of the Basketball 
Club. 

G. Lockhart Gall, B.A.. is another 
Lachute Academy man. He was oorn 
in that town in 1891, and at McGill 
took the double course in Arts and 
Medicine.

BY DR. PERR1N 



Third of Popular Series is Well 
Attended. 



STRING QUARTET RECITAL 



Haydn, Mozart and Beethoven 
the Greatest Exponents of 
Chamber Music. 



There was a large and appreciative 
audience at the Conservatorium of 
Music last evening to hear Dr. Perrin, 
famed tar and wide as a musical auth- i 
ority, lecture on Chamber Music, the 
natural outgrowth from the discon- 
tent over the old contrapuntal school. 

" By discarding the ecclesiastical 
modes, and by adopting a new set of 
scales, more freedom was allowed in 
music," declared Dr. Perrin. 

"Chamber Music is usually defined 
as music suitable to a small room, 
rather than a large hall. Formerly it 
gave the preference to the solo in- 
strument, but. at the present day it 
gives several Instruments a more or 
less prominent part, As carlv as 1650 
we have such Italian composers as 
Vitall and C'orclii writing church son 



alas for stringed solo instruments 
with string ensemble. They usually 
wrote their sonatas in four move- 
ments, the first a solemn prelude, the 
second in a lighter but still délicat» 
strain, the third as a sarabat and the 
fourth as a lively gigue or a gavotte." 

Here parls of one of Core-Ill's son- 
atas were performed as examples. 

"Contemporary with these Italian 
writers, we have Purcell in England 
who as early as 1683 wrote two sels 
of ten sonatas each for two violin* 
and a cello, with figured bases for 
tho harpsichord. 

" Between the years 1625 and 1675 
stringed instrumental music was com- 
posed almost entirely by English and 
German writers. In l-Jngland, Jen- 
kins and Rogers are famed especially 
for their fantasias and nrlan w ith var- 
iations, while in Germany the great- 
est of all vvrltei-H of Chamber Music. 
Haydn, Mozart and Beethoven, came 
Into prominence. Haydn is especially 
famous for his symphonies, written 
largely in the binary form. In fact, 
Haydn used every form in his sym- 
phonies except the rhapsody and 
fnguc. and they are universally dis- 
tinguished for melodic simplicity, 
which gives them a peculiar charm. 

"Haydn was a most voluminous 
writer— three trios for two violins, 
viola and cello, 3S clavier trios, three 
trios for flute, piano and cello, SO 
trios for two violins and bass, one 
trio for horn, clavier and cello, and 
one sextette for four violins and two 
cellos, all stand to his credit; Haydn, 
strange to say, did not write any 
parts for the pianoforte. Mozart, the 
next great exponent of Chamber Mu- 
sic, wrote 26 string sextettes, 12 quin- 
tettes, seven trios for piano, violin 
and cello, and 42 sonatos for the piano 
and cello. Beethoven was not so vol- 
uminous a writer as his two prede- 
cessors, but. we have quality if not 
quantity in his 16 string auartettes. 
five trios for piano and celfB, and his 
five trios for flute, violin and piano, 
written in an emotional and at Mme* 
dramatic style, 

"Schubert, Schumann, Dvorak, 
Brahms and Smetena have all written 
Chamber Music. Dvorak and Brahms 
and Rubinstein are especially distin- 
guished for the national characteris- 
tics displayed in their works." 

The lecture was admirably illus- 
trated by a string quartette composed 
of Miss Schmidt and Mr. Casey, vio- 
linists; .Air. Goldberg, cello, and Dr. 
Perrin at the piano. They gave ar- 
tistic renderings of portions of one of 
Corelli's sonatas, an adagio from 
Haydn's 25th Symphony, to which was 
added a glgue from one of Haydn s 
sonatas played by Mr. Casey. A per- 
formance of one of Mozart's trios, w ith 
special prominence given to the clar- 
ionrt, completed the series of Illustra- 
tions to a most instructive and enter- 
taining lecture.

Spoke on "Community Pro* 
blems," Treating Subject in 
Detail. 



The announcement of the appointment of Captain A. S. Eve 
and Captain Paul F. Sise, as Senior Major and Adjutant re- 
spectively, of the newly-authorized 148th Battalion, to be com- 
manded by another McGill man, Major Allan A. Magee, will, the 
McGM Daily feels' sure, be universally acceptable. Both of these 
officers have labored long and assiduously in connection with 
•the organization and training of the McGill Contingent, Canadian 
Officers' Training Corps, and that they should be judged suf- 
ficiently capable to be worthy of appointment to overseas positions 
iSO important as these, is at once a tribute to their own powers 
as military men and to the standard of training to which the 
men of the C. O. T. C. have been subjected. 

Of the two, Captain Eve is perhaps the better known to 
undergraduates of the University by reason of his tenure of the 
Macdonald chair in Physics. As such he has been known to 
hosts of students and graduates since coining to the University 
in 1903. Captain Eve is a native of Bedfordshire, and a former 
pupil at Berkhamstead School. After leaving the latter institu- 
tion, he passed into Pembroke College, Cambridge, from which 
he was graduated in 1884 with the degree of Bachelor of Arts, 
and in the following year with the degree of Master of Arts. For 
a long period after leaving Cambridge, Professor Eve was assist- 
ant master at Marlborough College, being also for a number of 
yean bursar. McGill heard of him in 1903 and immediately ap- 
pointed him as lecturer in Mathematics. His rise since that time 
has been rapid, forming convincing proof of his ability as a lec- 
turer and research worker. Dr. Eve was admitted to the degree 
of M.A., ad eundum gradem, and is a Fellow of the Royal Society 
of Canada and of various other learned societies. 

Captain Eve has been connected with the C. O. T. C. since 
its reorganization as a provisional battalion a year ago. At that 
time, he accepted the command of a platoon and because of his 
good work was after a short time promoted to the command of 
a company. He secured his first military experience while a 
member of the Officers' Training Corps at Cambridge. Latterly, 
Captain Eve has been connected with the raising and training of 
the Universities Companies for active service overseas with the 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry. Largely as the 
result of his efforts and of the intelligence of the men in the 
tanks, the Third and the Fourth of these Companies have gone 
forth in a remarkably high state of efficiency when the short- 
ness of the time in which they were in training is considered. 
It is pleasing to be able to state that Captain Eve will remain in 
charge of the Fifth Company. Training of the most compre- 
hensive and suitablenature is thus assured it. Captain Eve will 
bring to the 148th the valuable qualities of experience and 
leadership. 

A graduate of McGill and one of the founders of the University 
Club, Captain Paul Fleetwood Sise, who will be the Adjutant of 
the 148th Battalion, is a business man who has always taken a 
keen interest in the affairs of the University. He has also been 
connected with the C. O- T. C. for an extended period and has 
proved a thoroughly capable officer. With three such officers

Workout on the Mountain Last 
Night. 



ROUTE MARCH AND ATTACK 



Battalion Ordered to Attack the 
Enemy Supposed to Be 
Entrenched. 



A route march and attack across the 
mountain were the features of last 
night's turn-out of the C. O. T. C. Be- 
fore leaving the old High School on 
Peel St, Major McKergow in a short 
talk outlined the route by drawing a 
map on the blackboard. 

The work was almost the same as 
that done last Thursday evening, with 
a very alight difference in the route. 
The Battalion marched up Peel street 
to the top of the incline. Here the 
Battalion was formed in three lines of 
companies, and ordered to attack the 
enemy which were supposed to be eu- 
trenched on the other side of the 
mountain. 

Light flares to show them were used 
with good results. When they had 
crossed tho top of the mountain the 
Battalion was ordered to charge— 
which they did and came out at the 
park slide in Westmount. Here the 
Battalion was lined in column of route 
and marched back to the High School. 
• Between fifty and sixty members of 
the Fifth (overseas) University Com- 
pany, which is being recruited as re- 
inforcements for the P.P.C.L.I. also 
took part In the manoeuvres on Mount 
Royal. 



Wednesday afternoon Mr. J. S. 
Woodsworth gave the R. V. c. students 
his fourth and last talk in the series 
of lectures on "Community Problems." 
While speaking on I he subject: "How 
to Improve Our City." ho laid special 
emphasis on the new method advocat- 
ed by Social Service workers, which 
might well be described by the popular 
expression "Safety Kirst." The work 
should be carried on along remedial 
and prcvenlalve lines by getting at

The cadets of the Royal 
Marine depot at Deal have won tut 
King's shield and both the junior and 
senior imperial challenge shields, In 
rifle shooting competitions against 
7,000 other boys drawn from all parls 
of the Empire, and have been congrat- 
ulated by the King on their achieve- 
ment. 



"If any institution should cherish a 
genuine sacrifice it is this great State 
institution," declared President It.

Falconer of the University of Toronto 
while addressing the freshmen in their 
lecture-room a few days ago.

Over One Hundred Undergrade 
On Active Service — McGill 
Graduate is President of In- 
stitution With Marvellous 
Growth. 
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Says the Edmonton Bulletin: It 
■ccms but yesterday since the Uni- 
versity of Alberta was created by an 
•et of the legislature of the province 
»t the first session after provincial 
autonomy had been granted, and yet 
to u.<:« as one looks at the spacious 
nail beautiful university campus on 
the south bunk of the Saskatchewan, 
two hundred feet above the valley. 
. and the beautiful buildings that adorn 
the site, the realization steals over 
the senses of the lapse of time, and 
the great strides that have taken place 
In building up an Institution that is 
and will be one of the mighty factors 
uf an enduring civilization in this far- 
western province. 

Some idea of the enormous growth 
of the institution may be gained from 
an enumeration of the attendances 
Bince the opening, for. after all, the 
success of an institution of higher 
education such as this lies in the num- 
ber of students who enroll under its 
banner. These figures are as follows:

In common w ith all other universi- 
ties, tho war has greatly affected the 
. uttendance this year, over one hun- 
dred students having joined either the 
. various universities' companies or the 
regular battalions, but notwithstand 
lug this fact the enrollment is ap 
proximately four hundred; which not 
unly under the circumstances com 
pares v#ry favorably with last year, 
but also leads to the belief that but 
for tho European conflict the atten- 
dance would have been by long odds 
. t» gratifying record. 

Dr. Turv Is President. 

. Henry Marshall Tory, M.A., D.Sc, 
I LI.. P. (McGill) F.K.C.S.. the first pre 
" aident of the university, who assura 
cd office on January 1st, 1908, may 
( well feel a. pardonable pride in the 
. success already attained, but that 
i ■ pride is also shared not only by the 
■•students who have passed from ac- 
.1 complisb.nii.nt to still greater accom- 
'Jpllshment owing to the knowledge 
' ' they have attained, not only by the 
j ! members of the general public who 
' ; have taken the greatest Interest m 
. wfcat has been undertaken, but also by 
■ the parentB and relatives of students, 
who at degree-conferring convocations 
irero able to grasp more intimately 
■the meaning of and the benefit to be 
derived by a well-ordered university. 

It was in the summer of 1911 that 
Athabasca hall, the first building ol 
the university to be completed, was 
mado ready for occupation, and lec- 
tures were given for the first time on 
the university grounds in September 
of that year. At the same time exca- 
vations were begin? for a second hall 
of a similar nature, and this became 
Available for partial occupation In 
October, 1912, and in Its entirety by 
the beginning of 1913, under the name 
of Assinibola hall. In the autumn 
Of 1913 the foundations of the third 
huildlng, Pembina hall, were laid, and 
In October, 1914, a considerable part 
of It was ready for use as rlass-rooms. 
In December, 1913, the contracts were 
let. for the construction of the arts 
building. ThlH fine structure, which 
ranks high among the public build- 
ings of the province, stands close to 
the northeast corjier of the grounds, 
and Is a three-storey structure In the 
neo-classlc style of architecture. It 
la built of tapestry brick in blending 
shades of brown and red, with pillars 
and trimmings of Indiana limestone. 
Tn the Interior, finish a combination of 
heauty with the most modern teaching 
conditions has been consistently 
sought. This building contains the 
ufflces of the president of the Unlver 
itty and its various executive heads, 
the University library, a number of 
lecture rooms, the laboratories of the 
faculty of arts and science in geology, 
mineralogy, biology, chemistry, phy- 
sics and psychology, together with 
the offices of the university extension 
department and the university printing 
press. From Its rear extends an as- 
sembly hall, with capacity for one 
thousand persons, and so fitted as to 
be available for theatrical presenta- 
tions. 

To lleantlfy tampu*. 

There are really two governing 
bodies in connrctlon with the Univer- 
sity—the board of governors, consist- 
ing of the chancellor and president 
ex-offlrio. with nine members ap- 
pointed by the Lleutc nant-Governor- 
in-Counril, whose functions may be 
defined generally as those of business 
management and administration. In- 
cluding the making of appointments 
to the teaching and office staff, tho 
handling of the university moneys and 
Investments and the supervision of 
buildings and grounds. The senate 
le a body entrusted with the general 
■upervision of the university's educa- 
tional work. It consists or the board 
of governors, the: president, the heads 
of affiliated colleges, the dean? uf the 
university faculties, all ex-chancel- 
lors or ex-vice-chant el Iora, the senior 
principal uf the provincial normal 
schools, faculty representatives, re- 
présentât ivi s of ail Societies whose 
examinations for status are condu'tefl 
by the university, and of ten members 
el'rted by < invocation. The prero- 
gatives of the senate Include the Held 
of student regulation and discipline, 
fin approval of ail educational sche- 
rtu!'=, and the establishing and con- 
ferring Of degree?. 

A complete flan has been developed 
for the beauiitieaiion of the campus 
' and for the arrangement upon a de 



buildings. A handsomejy turfed ath- 
letic field has been provided this year. 

The courses of study in the univer- 
sity leading to degrees in arts are open 
to men and women on equal footing. 
In order to become undergraduates, 
candidates must have passed the full 
matriculation examination of the 
university or some other equivalent 
examination. Matriculation examina- 
tions arc held annually at two fixed 
dates, one in Juno and tho other in 
September. The June examinatiou 
is held under the direction of the 
department of education at all tho 
high school centres throughout the 
province. The September examina- 
tion is held at the university only. 
Students who present a grade twelve 
certificate of the school course of the 
province may enter the second year, 
provided that the courses from which 
they receive exemption arc the full 
number of courses required for the 
degree. 

lias Fine Equipment. 

The laboratory equipment is of the 
finest that can be procured. There 
are eleven laboratories, these being 
anatomical, bacteriological, biological, 
chemical, geological and mineralogl- 
cal, hydraulics, industrial, mining en- 
gineering, physical, physiological and 
pharmacological, and testing. The 
department of bacteriology is incor- 
porated with the provincial health 
laboratory. It would take a great 
deal of space to describe the equip- 
ment in these laboratories, and only 
an inspection tour can convey an ade- 
quate impression of the provision that 
has becii made to further laboratory 
work. 

There is other equipment without 
end, such as a complete outfit of sur- 
veying instruments, a zenith telescope 
for latitude determination, and a 
meridian transit for accurate time de- 
termination. The architectural de- 
partment has the. Nucleus of a collec- 
tion of casts, which provide examples 
of form and ornament suitable for 
the study of style and for the practice 
of drawing.

West Point, N.Y., Dec. 2.— Lieuten- 
ant Charles D. Daly, U.S.A.. who for 
the past three seasons has been head 
coach for the Army football team, will 
not act in that capacity next fall. He 
sails on December 5 from San Fran- 
cisco to join his command, the First 
Regiment of Field Artillery, which Is 
now on duty at Schofield, Honolulu. 

This announcement disposes of the 
recent rumor that Lieut. Daly would 
go to Cambridge next season as head 
coach or the Harvard team. 

Daiy was captain of the Harvard 
football team in 1900. Ho entered the 
Military Academy in June, 1901, grad- 
uating in 19o5, and played on the 
Army eleven for the first two years of 
his stay here. The Army won from 
the Navy in both these years. 

During the next two years, although 
still a cadet, Daly acted as coach for 
the Army team, and the Cadets con- 
tinued to win from the Navy. He has 
the distinction of having piloted the 
Army team as head coach through its 
last three victories over the Navy. 

No successor to Lieut. Daly has yet 
been selected.

Either by statutory provision or by 
agreement, the evaminations for the 
right to secure registration with the 
following professional societies iu the 
province are under the control of the 
university examining board: Alberta 
Land Surveyors' Association, College 
of Physicians and Surgeons. Alherta 
Dental Association, Alberta Associa- 
tion of Architects, Law Society of 
Alberta, Alherta Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, and the Institute of Charter- 
ed AocSitntAntS. 

• The Faculty of Law was establish- 
ed in 1912, a three-year course lead- 
ing to the degree of LL.B. being es- 
tablished, but in 1914 this course was 
extended to cover four years. The 
arrangements are such that law- 
students may take their courses with- 
out giving up their employment, the 
lectures being arranged either before 
10 a.m. or after 5 p.m. These lec- 
tures are given both in Edmonton and 
Calgary, so that Calgary students are 
not obliged to attend the university at 
all. The three-year course is suffi- 
cient for the ordinary requirements of 
the bar. Thirty-six students con- 
stituted the first class in 1912-13, 96 
the following year and 74 last year. 

Arrangements With McGill. 

This year sees the beginning of the 
third year in medicine. Arrange- 
ments have been made with McGill 
and Toronto, whereby they will accept 
Alberta Btudents at the end of the 
third year without further examina- 
tion, and after the present term quite 
a number will go to the east to pur- 
sue advanced studies. Under the 
faculty of medicine, a department of 
pharmacy has been organized and in- 
struction began in October of last year. 
Features of interest In ' connection 
with the faculty of medicine are the 
university medical service, whereby 
the health of all students is supervised 
In a very direct manner, and the out- 
door clinics given at the city hospitals 
by members of the faculty. The 
8trathcona Hospital, built at the city's 
expense on a site provided by the gov- 
ernors of the university. Is not only 
an ornament to the university grounds, 
but Is a valuable aid to the develop- 
ment of the faculty of medicine.

leading to the M.D. degree; the 
faculty of law, with courses leading to 
the LL.B. degree; and the faculty of 
agriculture, with courses leading to 
the Il.Se. degree. The faculty of 
agriculture was established only this 
year, and fourteen students are in 
attendance. All agricultural students 
must have passed through the two- 
year course in one of the provincial 
agricultural schools, 

A feature or the registration this 
year is the large registration of wo- 
men students, nearly seventy having 
enrolled thus far. There Is also a

MESS LIBERTY IX FRANCE. 

Paris.— Even should M. Briand sup- 
press the political censorship, with 
which intention ho is credited, the 
Chamber will have M. Paul Mcunier's 
bill dealing with the liberty of the 
press to consider. The bill framed by 
M. Meunier is the outcome of the ar- 
bitrariness to which tho French press 
has been subjected at tho hands of the 
censor during the past year. It pro- 
vides that only as regards informa- 
tion relating to military or diplomatic 
affairs shall preliminary authoriza- 
tion to print be legal. It does away 
with the administrative powcrB con- 
ferred by the law of 1849, but news- 
papers arc still liable, under the bill, 
to seizure, and to have legal proceed- 
ings brought against them. It, how. 
ever, abolishes all powers of suspen- 
sion. Tho Temps, commenting on the 
bill, expresses full satisfaction with 
its provisions. The press, says that 
paper, has never solicited privileges ; 



Rumors, rumors, rumors, appear 
to be the rule in the army, if one may 
judge from the experiences of the 
Princess Pats, as related by Pte. R. 
M. Dobson, Arts '17, now signaller 
with that famous corps. Pte. Dobson, 
who went overseas with the Second 
Universities Cocpany, writes: 

" My chief study is to find the best 
way of getting along. There has been 
a little bit of rivalry between us and 
the old soldiers. Personally, I find 
them a pretty good lot and get along 
very well with them. Some of the 
others arc a bit too apt to take of- 
fence at what the old boys occasional- 
ly say. Differences arc all gradually 
wearing away, however, and a fellow 
Is now usually judged by what he la, 
not by what he was. 

"I think a fellow could fill quite a 
large-sized volume by .making a col- 
lection of the rumors that float 
around. Each time you hear a new 
one, then you arc told some authority 
from which the story came, and half 
a hundred facts which bear it out. 
Every time we leave the trenches our 
destination is kept very secret. Some- 
times I don t believe even the officers 
know where we are going to finish 
up. Last time we marched from the 
trenches to billets quite far back. 
There we awaited further orders. 

"Qno fellow, for Instance, came back 
and, told us he had just spoken to a 
lance-corporal who had just returned 
from Marseilles. Tho latter had re- 
ported that a new draft for usrsras 
waiting In that city, and that' .they 
would join us when we went ; td that 
port. |o sail for Serbia. Another gen- 
tleman said that the brigade had had 
orders to equip us for Egypt. Some 
one else had absolute proof that we 
were going to the Lahore Division in 
India. Even on the Northland a story 
went around that the wireless opera- 
tor had been informed that tho Ameri- 
can papers had reported our loss with 
all on board. When I reached Shorn- 
cliffe and went over to see the 42nd, 
they asked mo what the papers had 
said about them going down in mid- 
ocean. I have never seen such a place 
as the army for rumors. One would 
go crazy if ho tried to pick out the 
true from the false. The best thing Is 
to make no surmises, but just to go 
blindly wherever you may bo sent. 

"I have only been once in the 
trenches. I must confess I never 
fired a shot. There was no rifle fire 
in the day time, and the nights, when 
I was off duty, I always preferred 
sleeping to getting up. I liked to 
watch the shells bursting over the 
German trenches. When I heard our 
guns open up, I used to beat It for a 
certain spot where I could see over 
the lower ground. Our men certainly 
made pretty good practice. The 
trenches ran parallel to a canal. They 
were pretty near Its bank. On the 
other side there was a wide marsh. 
If wc had had to retreat, I don't know 
where we could have gone. I guess It 
would have been up to us to stick to 
It till the last. 

"tho percussion shells did not peera 
to like the soft ground. I have count* 
cd five out of six German shells which 
did not explode. 

"Perhaps you knew G. B. Johnson. 
Ho' was In third-year mining, I think. 
A trench mortar lit In the bay where 
ho was and blew the place to pieces. 
Almost all his bones were broken 
when he was got out. I saw one of 
these mortars which failed to go off. 
It was a cylinder eighteen inches long 
and ten inches In diameter. One of 
tho fellows started to see if he could 
take out the fuse with a bayonet, so I 
left on business elsewhere.

Had a Xarrow Escape. 

Pte. Art. Carswcll, a University of 
Alberta student, serving in Franco 
with the Princess Tatrlcia's Canadian 
Light Infantry, in a letter published 
in The Gateway, relates a narrow es- 
cape he had from death when a shrap- 
nel bullet smashed his water bottls 
when he was asleep. He writes: 

"I suppose you have heard of how 
Bill Moyle got wounded. We heard 
one night that he had died In the hos- 
pital, but next day news rarae that he 
was getting along 'Jake.* It was some 
old bomb that got him all right, as 
well as another. The other boy was 
literally chopped up by flying chunks 
of corrugated Iron. These big bombs 
came lobbing over at close quarters. 
They were as big as nail kegs, and 
after making a bounce or so, burst 
with an ear-splitting crash. I think 
those bombs are the worst thing go- 
ing, but. the 'whlz-bangs' are bad 
enough. These are comparatively 
close range shells, and they come with 
a roaring whizz and scream, and then 
burst unexpectedly. Bombs are used 
by bolh sides. They range from the 
size of an orange up to a nail-keg. 
The long-distance shells go over rath- 
er quickly, and the shrapnel even 
burst without much noise. 

"The big guns are situated in funny 
out-of-the-way holes away behind the 
firing line. In t lie night, sometimes, 
il will he quiet as the grave; sudden- 
ly some boob will get excited and fire 
off a fes rounds at nothing, and may- 
be be will start a perfect fusllade, and 
every uuc will get busy. The bullets

Princeton, like Harvard, faces the 
necessity of signing a football coach 
for next season., but Ihere is less 
worry overr Speedy Rush for next year 
at Princeton than there is for Haugh- 
ton at Harvard. It is not generally 
known that Rush signed a contract 
for only one year when he Itrst agreed 
to coach the Tigers, but now that his 
first season is over, he io not worry- 
ing about bis future. 

The Princeton football committee a 
I year ago was determined to get a new 
coach for the Tigers, but so many 
blunders had already been commuted 
at that time that they were averse to 
glVin'g the new coach 0 long-lime con- 
tract. Rush was coaching University I 
High School aj Cleveland, O., at the 
Unit, but ho was willing to sign on 
for one., year. Rush believed that he 
could so reorganize football condi- 
tions in New Jersey that they would 
want him there for more than a year 
after he bad been given a fair trial, 
and so it has worked out. 

In spite of the losses Princeton SUs- 
'allied against Harvard and Yale, the 
Tiger alumni arc satisfied that Rush 
is the right man, and they will very 
shortly tender him a contract guaran- 
teeing him autumnal employment at 
Princeton tor the next three years at 
least. 

One of Percy D. Haughton's own 
pupils was consulted by the Princeton 
authorities before Rush was given his 
fli>l trjal with the Tifters. At Weath- 
erhçad, end on the Harvard team, had 
been poached by Rush when he was a 
student at t'niversity High in Cleve- 
land, and when Rush enme up for con- 
sideration, Dig Bill Edwards sent for 
Wealherhead and Inquired his opinion 
of Rush as a head coach. The Har- 
vard man assured the Princeton com- 
mittee that Rush would be the light 
leade r for the Tigers.

SLEEPING OX THE MARCH. 

Stories of the sleep of soldiers on 
the march arc not uncommon enough, 
but Dr. George W. Crile, in a recent 
book, states that of the several hun- 
dred thousand men who made the 
forced march from Mons to tho 
Marne, nine days with but the slight- 
est rest, the great majority slept on 
foot. The unvaried testimony of the 
soldiers was that every one slept ai 
times. 

"They passed through villages 
asleep. When sleep deepened and they 
began to reel, they were awakened by 
their comrades. They slept In water, 
on stones, in brush, or In the middle of 
the road as If tliey had suddenly fallen 
in death. With the oncoming lines of 
the enemy, no man was safe who 
dropped out of the ranks, for no mnr- 
ter on what pretext he fell out. sleep 
conquered him. That the artillery- 
men slept on horseback was evidenced 
by the fact that every man lost his 
cap." 

Dr. Gross, of the American Ambu- 
lance, tells of the exhaustion of the 
men at Meaux. where he found a large 
school building packed with 500 
wounded men. Some were dying, sonic 
dead, hut all were asleep. "Bleeding, 
yet asleep; legs shattered, yd asleep; 
abdomen and chest torn wide open v I 
asleep. They were lying on the hard 
floor, without hay or straw. Not a 
groan, not a motion, not a complaint 
— only asleep!" When removed to the 
hospitals, some of these soldiers slept 
for two or three days and nights con- 
tinuously.

Fred Mitchell or tho Boston Braves 
will be Harvard's baseball coach next 
spring. He has been talked to and 
seems willing to do the work, and 
there only remains the signing of the 
contract to give Harvard one of the 
most experienced and canny of tho 
older baseball players and coaches. 

Ever since the loss of Fred Sexton 
Harvard has been without a coach. 
Percy Haughton stepped into the 
breach made in tbe middle of last 
year's season and kept the men fight- 
ing but did little actual coaching. Dur- 
ing the fall practice Captain Henry 
L. Nash helped tbe squad as best he 
could alone, having no one to help at 
all. The Harvard Athletic Association 
gave out this report last night with the 
qualification that satisfactory arrange- 
ments must be completed before any 
contract will be signed. 

Harvard would be very fortunate, to 
have Mitchell as its coach. He has had 
an enviable record in handling young 
men since he has been with the Braves 
during the last three years. His career 
has been as varied as most ball play- 
ers. He started with Lawrence of tho 
New England league In '97 and was 
then taken by the Boston Americans. 
From this team he was traded to the 
Athletics and helped them win the pen- 
nant In '02. He played with the Phil- 
lies until 06, and was then released 
to Toronto, where he pitched for three 
years and then caught one. 

Tho New York Americans then took 
him on as an extra catcher for a year 
and he was then released to Rochester, 
where he remained until be joined 
Stalllngs In 1913. Twelve years of 
pitching and six of catching with two 
rears as a coach of young material 
of the Braves and one year as a scout 
ought to be training enough to make 
Mitchell pick out the ball players at 
Cambridge. 

His proteges, James, Rudolph, and 
Tyler, as well as "No-hit" Davis, are 
Indications of what he can do with 
men put in bis care. 

Harvard undergraduates and es- 
pecially baseball players are glad to 
hear that Mitchell will probably sign 
the contract to coach and are ready 
to receive him next spring with a 
strong squad of players many of whom 
won their spurs in the games of last 
season, 

Mitchell will have as good baseball 
material to work with his first year 
as has been available at Harvard for 
a number of years, and. if past accom- 
plishments indicate anything, should 
turn out a fast nine of real ball p lay- 
ers.
